The fart that seven? freezing weather ii stead of a thaw followed tho 
heavy storm Sunday and Sunday night which has practically paralyzed or 
very seriously handicapped activities of every sort In this city and vicin­ 
ity has intensified rather than lessened the difficulties involved, and the 
prospect of many days to be spent without material alleviation p f the 
situation is not an alluring one. 
Conditions Tuesday morning were so little improved as regards rural 
thoroughfares that the rural carriers made no effort to cover their routes 
leading from th e local office, where the m ails are piling up while the 
country folk are cut off from the outside world save by telephone com­ 
munication and chance visits to the city for mall and supplies, negotiated 
under very unfavorable conditions. 
City carriers succeeded in covering 
the greater part of their routes Monday afternoon, and did much better 
Tuesday, but the walking is exceedingly difficult, many residents have not 
even cut paths from their doors to the streets, and deliveries are neces­ 
sarily slow, as the service director did not get the snow plows out In 
ittme to cope with the situation.

Probably the storm handicap was most felt by drivers of the m er­ 
chants’ delivery wagons, who consumed the entire afternoon Monday in 
covering a few of the paved streets, and Tuesday morning worked under 
conditions lust as bad.
